The  only  infectious 
diseases  notified  were  34  cases  of  measles,  one  mild  case  of 
dysentery  and  one  of  whooping  cough.  Three  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  discovered  but  had  the  mass  radiography 
survey  received  the  support  hoped  for  from  the  general  public 
it  is  fairly  certain  others  would  have  been  found  and  would  by 
this  time  have  been  cured  or  well  on  the  way  to  recovery. 

Once  more  I  am  glad  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  understanding  and  consideration  and  Mr.  Armstrong  for 
his  loyal  co-operation.

The  outstanding  figure  in  the  1962  Vital  Statistics  is  the  number  of 
births  which  has  risen  from  72  in  1961  to  98*  There  was  only  one  infant 
death  which  occurred  in  hospital  and  was  due  to  prematurity.  One  small 
boy  3  years  of  age  was  accidentally  drowned  in  the  river  and  there  was  a 
male  death  due  to  disseminated  sclerosis  at  the  age  of  40.  Among  the 
10  male  deaths  between  the  ages  of  45  to  64  years  3  were  due  to  cardiac 
disease,  2  to  bronchitis  2  to  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  only  1  to  lung 
cancer.  The  death  ascribed  to  Tuberculosis  was  that  of  a  stone  mason 
aged  73  who  had  a  stonemason's  lung  which  itself  can  be  fatal  which  had 
become  tubercular. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  of  deaths  in  age  groups  37  of  the  54 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  26  of  them  over  the  age 
of  75  years. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE 

1.  Clinics 

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

47  (47)  sessions  were  held  at  which  there  were  1199  (1091) 
attendances.  The  average  was  thus  about  26  (23)  per  session. 

Dental  Clinic 

Owing  to  shortage  of  staff  the  dental  clinic  remained  closed 
throughout  1962.  All  children  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  found 
to  be  in  need  of  treatment  were  treated  at  the  Falmouth  Clinic. 

2 •  Ambulance  Service  and  Hospital  car  Cervices 

These  services  are  based  on  Falmouth. 
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3 •  Home  Help  Service 

During  the  year  7  (12)  maternity  and  60  (57)  other  cases  were 
given  help  in  their  own  homes. 

I  should  like  to  record  here  my  gratitude  to  Mrs.  Euetice  who  has 
organised  the  work  of  this  service  in  the  Borough  over  the  oast  fifteen 
years  with  such  efficiency  and  humanity.

Home  deliveries 

Whilst  all  domiciliary  midwives  enjoy  seeing  new  babies  begin 
their  family  life  in  their  own  homes  all  realise  that  certain  categories 
of  expectant  mothers  run  grave  risks  both  to  themselves  and/or  to  their 
unborn  infants  by  insisting  on  home  confinements.  Believe  me  tragedies 

do  still  happen  and  the  midwives  first  thought  is  to  prevent  possible 

trouble.

Diphtheria  and  60  (79)  booster  doses  were  given. 

On  the  31st  December,  the  estimated  number  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  1  year  and  5  years  in  Penryn  was  348  (350)  of  those  219  (234)  or 
62. 3%  ( 66 •  95*6)  had  been  immunised.

There  were  no  new  cases  of  or  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculo¬ 
sis.  On  the  31st  December,  there  were  35  (37)  respiratory  and  11  (ll) 
non-respiratory  cases  on  the  register.

Up  to  31st  December  785  (654)  children,  107  (102)  of  them  contacts  witu 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  had  received  3.C.C.  vaccination.  678  (552)  were 
dealt  with  under  the  scheme  for  school  children  who  are  now  offered 
vaccination  in  their  first  year  in  the  secondary  schools. 

9  school  leavers  and  26  mantoux  positive  children  were  examined 
by  X-rays.  All  were  found  to  be  free  of  disease. 

Mass  Radiography  Survey 

A  survey  was  carried  out  in  Penryn  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
from  the  22nd  May  to  1st  June.  Despite  a  great  deal  of  canvassing  and 
advertising  only  693  persons  presented  themselves  for  examination  as 
compared  with  1509  in  1959*  This  represents  a  most  disappointing 
degree  of  indifference. 

Among  those  examined  only  one  person  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  that  case  was  so  early  that  it  required 
observation  only  for  the  time  being.  Six  other  abnormal  conditions 
were  discovered. 

As  the  number  examined  was  such  a  small  proportion  of  the 
population  at  risk  the  fact  that  so  few  defects  were  discovered  is  almost 
meaningless.

I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1962.  The  basic  aims 

of  houses  fit  to  live  in,  food  fit  to  eat,  factories,  shops  and  offices 

fit  to  work  in  and  envirnment  of  conditions  equal  to  the  age  in  which 

we  live  are  difficult  to  achieve.  The  problem  of  the  substandard 

houses,  especially  in  an  ancient  borough  like  ours  will  be  with  us  for 

a  very  long  time,  but  progress  has  been  maintained  and  further  improvements 

obtained.

HOUSING 

There  are  some  1,449  habitable  dwellings  in  the  Borough,  571 
owned  by  the  Council.  No  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year. 
Thirty  houses  built  by  private  enterprise  were  completed  and  15  further 
houses  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

CLEARANCE  AREAS/UNFIT  HOUSES : 

There  are  five  houses  occupied  in  the  St.  Thomas  Street  - 

Bohill  Clearance  Area  and  4  in  Picketts  Yard.  Eight  of  these  being 

singles. 

Since  the  programme  was  prepared  in  1956,  126  houses  have 

been  considered  and  dealt  with  as  follovi/ss- 

48  closed,  31  demolished,  26  repaired,  making  23  units  of 
accommodation,  9  awaiting  rehousing,  12  outstanding.  ^ith  the  absence 
of  any  new  building;  programme  during  the  year  it  has  only  been  possible 
to  make  slow  progress  in  vacating  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  or 

closing. 

RE-CONDITIONING  OF  HOUSES : 

The  Council’s  policy  of  persuading  owners  to  recondition  and 
further  improve  their  houses  has  continued,  but  has  met  with  little 
success  due  to  financial  problems. 
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REHOUSING: 


The  general  waiting  list  slightly  increased  to  140.  There  is 
a  shortage  of  suitable  accommodation  for  elderly  people  and  single 
ladies,  but  it  is  hoped  that  development  at  College  Ope  and  St.  Thomas 
Street  will  help  to  solve  this  -problem. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS : 

3  Discretionary  and  9  Standard  Grants  have  been  approved. 

HOUSING  ACTS: 

As  a  result  of  informal  action  repairs  were  carried  out  to  12 
properties,  one  Statutory  Notice  was  served. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION: 

Collections  are  made  weekly  from  every  dwelling  house  and  trade 
premises  within  the  Borough.  The  5  day  working  week  has  given  rise 
to  no  major  difficulties.  Some  944  loads  were  deposited  at  Trescobeas. 
The  amount  of  refuse  continues  to  increase  due  to  further  new  properties 
and  the  considerable  bulk  of  present  day  refuse.  5  Notices  were  served 
upon  owners  to  provide  satisfactory  refuse  containers. 

STREET  SCAVENGING : 

There  are  10.82  miles  of  streets  within  the  Borough.  2.2  are 
swept  daily,  1.3  twice  weekly,  3.22  weekly  and  1.5  occasionally. 

The  12  litter  bins  appear  to  have  been  used  more  by  the  public  than 
previously,  although  there  is  still  much  litter  deposited  on  the 
highways. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES : 

There  are  4  ladies  and  gents  conveniences,  they  are  cleansed 
daily.  The  pollution  of  the  river  from  the  Town  ^uay  conveniences 
continues,  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  connect  this  to  the  sewer. 

No  new  site  has  yet  been  found  to  replace  the  unsatisfactory 
accommodation  in  use  in  the  centre  of  the  Town.  Much  wilful  damage 
continues  to  be  done  at  the  various  conveniences. 


VERMIN  INFESTATION 


RODENTS : 

During  the  year  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Officer  to 
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1,006  properties.  104  properties  were  found  to  be  infested  by 
rats  and  15  by  mice.  In  every  case  a  minor  infestation  only. 

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  covering  the  whole  area 
and  45  manholes  were  treated  each  time.  A  slight  infestation  was 
recorded  on  each  occasion  in  St.  Thomas  Street  area. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  and  necessary  action  taken  along 
the  river  banks. 

INSECT  PESTS : 

7  cases  of  flea,  fly  and  ant  infestations  were  treated  and  42 
wasp  nests  destroyed. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

70  inspections  of  drainage  were  made.  The  sewer  extension  for 
Eastwood  Road  was  prepared  which  will  drain  new  factory  premises  and 
remove  5  drains  discharging  direct  into  the  river. 

There  must  still  be  surface  water  gaining  access  into  the  sewers. 
The  absence  of  known  manholes  on  long  lengths  of  the  older  sewers  makes 
testing  almost  impossible.  Most  of  the  surface  water  from  main  and 
classified  roads  discharges  into  the  sewer.  One  drain  was  laid  across 
Commercial  Road  removing  a  direct  discharge  into  the  river. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION : 

One  property  was  connected  to  a  water  carriage  system.  Plush 
cisterns  were  supplied  to  8  hand  flushed  closets.  Me  have  some  43 
cesspools  and  septic  tanks  within  the  Borough  which  are  emptied  as 
necessary. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

ICE  CREAM: 

24  premises  are  registered,  in  20  cases  the  soles  are  of 
prepacked  ices  only. 

MEAT : 

All  supplies  are  obtained  from  outside  the  Borough. 

OTHER  FOODS : 

Certificates  were  issued  for  the  voluntary  surrender  of  201 
tins  various  foods,  14  lbs  corned  beef  and  7  lbs  herring  roes. 

STORAGE.  PREPARATION  &  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FOOD 

There  are  63  premises  handling  food  supplies  as  follows:- 
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General  provisions,  including  open  foods. 
Bakehouses . 

Bakers  &  Confectioners  (Retail). 
Sweetshops. 

Dairy. 

Pish  &  Chips.

Licensed  Premises  (2  serving  meals).

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In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  a  few  bed  and  breakfast 


houses  which  are  subject  to  the  Hygiene  Regulations.  46  inspections 


were  made  of  food  premises,  no  structural  improvements  were  carried  out. 


but  4  warning  notices  were  issued  for  minor  contraventions. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  lies  within  the  statutory  area  of 
supply  of  the  Falmouth  Borough. 

The  supply  has  been  adequate  during  the  year.  A  main  was 

extended  in  Truro  Hill  to  supply  the  new  Belhay  Estate. 

I  am  concerned  at  the  absence  of  a  main  in  the  Packsaddle  area 
8  houses  have  long  length  of  services  from  the  main  road,  whilst  8 
others  are  on  private  supplies.
